Preliminary Program 


n Monday and Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 29 and 30, 1958 the Council 
on Dental Trade and Laboratory 

Relations of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation will present a Symposium on Pro- 
grams Affecting Relations Between the 
Dental Profession and the Dental Labo- 
ratory Group.

Because this member has answered 
the solicitor not only properly but in a 
clear and literate way and because his let- 
ter demonstrates an understanding of the 
. ethics involved that is not common 
(judged by the ever-recurring traffic in 
improper listings that engages the time 
of our Ethics Committee) we have repro- 
duced the letter sans identification. We 
highly recommend it to our membership 
as a guide for answering this type of so- 
licitation. 

Dear Miss Doe: 

This will acknowledge your letter of 
August 1 regarding the Buyer’s Guide. 

The principles of ethics of the dental 
profession do not allow the listing of 
dentists in public announcements unless 
the listing is available to all members of 
the profession in the community. 

Please do not list my name in the di- 
rectory. I believe, further, that it would 
not be appropriate for any of our local 
dentists to be listed unless they all are. 

If your publication is intended to as- 
sist area residents in locating merchandise 
and services, it would more nearly fill its 
intended purpose if it listed all merchan- 
disers, service companies, professional 
people, etc. If it is intended to foster 
business for some particular civic club 
members, "it obviously is advertising and 
I am more sure that dentist members 
should mot be listed. Such a restricted 
listing sets those dentists apart and leaves 
the impression that the services of club 
members somehow are better than those 
of dentists not listed. Obviously, this im- 
pression would not be warranted.

*phoned for an appointment but in two 
cases he came in cold explaining that he 
was a stranger in town. He wears a full 
upper denture and is missing the four 
lower front teeth. He explains that he has 
lost his partial and is greatly in need of 
a replacement as soon as possible. He 
gets an estimate, agrees to the fee quoted 
and in most of the cases has determined 
to make a down payment of $70.00. He 
asks for a receipt but makes out his check 
for $90.00 and explains that, being a 
stranger, it is a little hard to cash a check 
so could the dentist let him have the 
$20.00 balance in cash. So far five dentists 
have given him the cash. One dentist re- 
ported the approach but said he sounded 
like a fraud to him and refused to give 
him the cash. The checks have all been 
fraudulent and the addresses given by 
the man have either proven non-existent 
or vacant. 

If he comes into your office (a) don’t 
give him any money and (b) report the 
incident to the Society immediately. You 
might also mention this man to your den- 
tist friends that might not see this notice. 
Might save them some money.
